SCHOOL REPORT. 


FELLow CITIZENS: 

We submit our report without flattery or undue commendation 
of scholars or teachers. We have not attained all we anticipated, 
yet obvious progress has been made and a measure of thoroughness 
characterizes the work ofthe year. 

Real knowledge, like all other things of highest value, is not 
obtained without earmest, painstaking effort. It must be worked 
for, studied for, thought for. Education, strictly speaking, is the 
uniform development of the whole mental system. Some profess- 
edly educated men are like Solomon’s sluggard, ‘wiser, in their 
own conceit, than seven men that can render a reason.” We can-— 
not reverse the method, first mental training, then information. 
The first requisite of the teacher isa powerful, vigorous. well trained 
miud. ‘Teachers employed during the year, have been, to say the 
least, an average in ability. Some undergraduates have exceeded 
our expectation, yet we would encourage no one to attempt teach- 
ing until thoroughly qualified. Others of our teachers have been 
those of marked ability, second to none. These have served with 
interest and unfaltering energy. The parents and guardians are 
seriously remiss in the important duty of visiting the schools. 
This the scholars and teachers can but feel to be a neglect akin to 
slight. Be assured friends, they will appreciate and profit by your 
presence. : 

Our school room facilities are not the Lest. Nothing exceeds 
the black board in importance, yet not unfrequently it is sadly out 
of repair, The prudential committee should attend to this matter 
before the commencement of the school. Such a mutitudinous vari- 
ety of text books as are usedin some districts are an obvious clog to 
progress. When the work of proper classification is accomplished 
and uniform books are used throughout the town, more creditable 
work will be done. In the mean time we must be content to pay 
the teacher for work done, for which the scholar receives not the 

meagerest benefit. We have endeavored to institute a reform by 

ntroducing some new and superior books. 
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‘No district has been without a term of school; some have had 
three. Whole number of scholars attending no’ less than two 
weeks 220. Above the ayerage number are reported not absent or 
tardy. 


DISTRICT No. 1. 


Prudential Committee, Thomas PULSIFER, 


One term taught by Miss Louise V- George, of Plymouth. The 
school not having closed, we are unable to give an accurate re- 
port. But under the management of Miss George the best results 
may be anticipated. The school is small, but orderly and attentive 


DISTRICT No. 2. 
Prudential Committee, D. B. KENISTON. 


Two terms, 17 weeks, 32 scholars, The first term was taught 
by Miss Isabel Esty of Manchester. Miss E. passed a commend- 
able. examination, possesses the requisite scholarly qualifications, 
is apparently devoted to her work, but manifestly enough, by rea- 
son of a few, this school is not easy to manage. It needs a strict 
disciplinarian. Miss E. would do well where this quality was less 
in demand. Those who attended to their work did well. 

The second term was taught by Miss Annie L. P. Collins of Win- 
chester. Miss Collins came highly recommended, a good scholar, 
dilient, sets herself heartily to her work, but some took advantage 
of her kindly nature, and the school became seriously disorderly, 
others applied themselyes and made good progress. Reading and 
spelling, 32; penmanship, 21; arithmetic, 29; geography, 27; 
- grammar,7; history, 3; composition, 25; book-keeping, 4; alge 
brasit. 


DISTRICT No. 3. 
Prudential Committee, EB. J. Youna. 


Three terms, 26 weeks, 37 scholars. The first term was taught 

by Miss Ida M. Sinclair of Northwood. A competent. conscicn- 
tious teacher. Her methods of discipline are not beyond the pos- 
sibility of improvement; but as an instructress, she has few 
equals. There was « decided improvement in most of the studies 
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The second term was taught by Miss Ambrosia A. Shaw of Hill, 
whose reputation is of high order. She unquestionably has the 
ability to teach, has a common sense way of telling her scholars 
what she wants them to learn, as well as how to learnit. The 
scholars were most of them studious. 

The third term was taught by Mr. 0. E. Kingsbury of Bristol. 
Mr. K. is the only male teacher employed during the year, is edu- 
cated for the profession, has a good record, is strictly conscien- 
tious, gives his undivided attention to the werk, has a quiet but 
successful way of managing, We were well satisfied with the ac- 
complishments. Reading and spelling, 7; penmanship, 35; arith- 
metic, 27; geography, 13; grammar, 9; history, 1; composition, 
2; philosephy, 1. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 
Prudential Committee, T. J. SANBORN. 


Two terms, 20 weeks, 28 scholars. Both terms were taught by 
Miss H. Amanda Whidden of New Hampton. Miss W. isa grad- 
uate possessing not only acquired skill, but naturai tact for teach- 
ing, succeeds in impressing her pupils with the importance of their 
work, has no apparent difficulty in the direction of disorderliness, 
advances her scholars rapidly and thoroughly. The school was a 
success in every particular. At the first examination a goodly num-: 
ber of guests from Sanborn’s were in attendance, Reading, spel- 
ling and penmanship, 28; arithmetic, 22; geography, 20, grammar, 
5; history, 10; algebra, 1. 


DISTRICT No. 5. 


Prudential Committee, JoHN M. CALEY, 


Two terins, 18 weeks, 10 scholars. Both terms were taught by 
Miss Clara J. Worthen of Holderness. Miss Worthen is quiet, but 
very effective in her measures, maintains good order, employs 
every moment to proper advantage. A noticeable feature of this 
school is anintense desire to learn on the part of most of the 
scholars. Rarely it is that there is complaint of the teacher when 
the scholars attend school for the express purpose of learnin:. 
Reading, spelling, penmanship and arithmetic, 10; geography, 9; 
grammar, 4; history, 9; composition, 6; algebra, I.

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DISTRICT No. 6. 
Prudential Commitiee, CHARLES WEBSTER. 


Two terms, 16 weeks, 15 scholars. Both terms were under the 
direction of Miss Cora L. Page of Campton. This district was 
exceedingly fortunate in securing the services of so competent a 
teacher. Miss Page is accomplished in her profession, Good 
order, scholars studious. By reason of delay in receiving the no- 
tice we were not privileged to be present at the close of the first 
term, but made three visits during the year and Was highly gratified. 
Reading, spelling and penmanship, 15; arithmetic, 11; geography, 
‘8; grammar, 5; history, 1; drawing, 6. 


DISTRICT No. 7. 
Prudential Commitiee, Moss MERRILL. 


One term, 138 weeks, 6 scholars. Miss 8S. Nellie Stickney of 
Campton, teacher. Some noticeable advance was made, perhaps 
not as much as we anticipated, but not unfrequently both scholars 
and teacher labor disadvantageously, Miss S. is an earnest 
worker.

Her methods are good and enthusias- 
tically applied, There was marked improvement, especially in 
reading, spelling and arithmetic. Miss S. gives good attention to 
the small scholars, to elementary training. The examinations 
gave evidence of painstaking effort.
